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Box 11: 

The Applicant argues on pg. 1-2 that the Examiner is confusing Lyon's first and second 
solvents with the first and second solvents of the Applicant's claims. The Applicant points out 
that Lyon describes the first solvent as having a relatively high boiling point. However, the 
Office Action is using the wording of the claims, as opposed to the wording of Lyons. For 
example, the Office Action states "wherein said first solvent has a high solubility and a faster 
evaporation rate than the second solvent" (pg. 2, paragraph 4), indicating that the first solvent 
refers to the relatively lower boiling point solvent. The wording of the Office Action is 
consistent throughout and, thus, the rejection is deemed to be clear. 

The Applicant argues on pg. 2 that xylene would not be part of Lyon's first solvent. 
However, the rejection is based on xylene being the claimed first solvent. Lyon teaches an 
example of the low boiling point solvent comprising of two different solvents, wherein xylene is 
one of the low boiling point solvents (pg. 8, 2 nd paragraph). Additionally, Lyons provides a 
general teaching that the claimed first solvent can comprise of one or more solvents (pg. 3, 3 rd 
full paragraph). Therefore, Lyons provides a sufficient teaching of using xylene as one of the 
claimed first solvents, wherein the first solvent can comprise at least two different solvents.
